their characters. There is nothing so 
fascinating to young or old as the 
chance to secure five or ten cents* 
worth of candy or anything else for tbe 
expenditure of a cent. 


The dealers who have tbe machines 
in their places of business are waiting 
for deliverance. 
One of them said the 
other day: 


“ I wish that these machines would 
be driven out of the city. 
But I am 
helpless in the m atter from the fact 
that all my competitors have them and 
they seem to be a drawing card for 
trade.

The Michigan Sugar Beet, tbe offi­ 
cial organ of the various beet sugar fac­ 
tories in this state, has the following to 
say In regard to the securing of acre­ 
age by the Wolverine company of this 
city: 


The Wolverine Sugar company ex- 


perleaced considerable trouble early in 
th e season, in getting farmers to take a 
second bold of sugar beet growing. 
Their campaign closed early and con­ 
sequently returns from the crop were 
known and the small yield gave rise to 
th e feeling that the territory was not 
a favorable one for the crop and farm­ 
ers were at once set against the indus­ 
try. 
Now that the campaign has ended 
throughout the state and tbe farmers 
in that section find that their crop 
averages up with the balance of the 
state, they are expressing a desire to 
give the industry a new* trial and in 
consequence the 
factory 
will have

The Practical ILind Pastor B««m Saya 
Should Die. 


Rev. A. K. Beem, pastor of the Unl- 
vorsaiist 
church, 
preached Sunday 
morning to a large and thoughtful 
audience on “Atheism.” Daring the 
course of his sermon Mr. Beem brought 
out the following thoughts: 


The terms atheist, Intidel and the 
like, have been used very loosely, often 
as If they were synonomous. 
l^cople 
have found it so much easier to apply 
such an epithet to any disturber of the 
old notions than to master his new 
system of thought. 
The atheists of the 
world may be classilled as theoretical 
and practical. 
Scores of the world’s 
noblest souls have been persecuted or 
put to death because their larger con­ 
ception of God did away with the limi­ 
tations of the old. 
These nobler char­ 
acters were necesssarily atheists from 
the viu'v point of the masses of thcir 
time. 
Socrates, and even 
.Jesus of 
Nazareth, wa» an atheist to those in 
authority, whose vision was so limited. 
Bruno, the Hrst man in I^2ngland to 
teach the truth of 
the Coperlncan 
system, was burnt at the stake as an 
atheist and an enemy of the Bible 
Thousands of men and women have 
even allowed themselves to be called 
atheists because they could not endorse 
tne popular idea tnat there is a power 
outside of the nature of things called 
God. 


But it is the practical atheism that is 
doinjr the miscnief everywhere. 
No 
person ever has or ever can know more 
of God tkan comes within his horizon 
of consciousness; and the rejection of 
tnat is actual atheism, whatever the 
thtMiry or creed may be. 
Much of our 
business life today 1^ atheistic because 
there is no recognition of the hltrhest 
in tnemselves, in their fellows, in the 
wurld of natural law and order, apd 
tnat sort of scrambling to do each 
other is anti-human, antl*God. 
• Who sweeps u room as for thy laws 
MakcH tbut and th' action line. ' 


So longassociety means tneartillcial, 
empty, superüclal thin(? that it so often 
does, it Is practically atheistic, 
filter- 
ature and art are atheistic, until they 
become the e(Tort to Interpret to human­ 
ity, the higrher gleams, the diviner 
ideals that pass before the awakening 
soul When we rise to the plane which 
enables us to know that God is the 
basis of all that is: then, ev^n thin dear, 
oid earth w’ill throb with God. we will 
be conscious of it, all activities will be­ 
come truly sacred. and iH'Actlcal athe­ 
ism will die a natural death.
